Continuation of 3. In the proposed amendment, claims 1 , 91 , 126, and 129 and have been amended to recite that the method steps occur 
in a particular order. This limitation has not been previously considered, and therefore, requires further search and consideration. Claims 
1, 2, 91, 125, 126, 129, and 130 have also been amended to positively recite that the nucleic acid binding enzyme/agent binds and 
translocates along the nucleic acid polymer. The binding and translocating step were previously recited using "allowing" language, and 
therefore, the requirement for acutal binding and translocation rather than just the capability to do so requires further search and 
consideration. Also, the new limitations recited in lines 10-11 of claim 68 and line 7 of claim 125 have not been previously considered in the 
context of these claims, and therefore, they require further consideration and searching. Since the proposed amendments to the claims 
require further search and consideration, they have not been entered. 


Continuation of 1 1 . Applicant's arguments filed on November 4, 2008 are directed to the claims as amended. Since the amendment was 
not entered, these arguments are moot. The claims remain rejected for the reasons set forth in the final rejection mailed on September 4,
